LONDON, Nov. 23.—The rumors which 
have reached hare from Washirgton to the 
effect that Great Britain is supporting or 
co-operating with the United States in the 
attempt to mediate between China and Ja- 
pan are declared in official circles here to 
be altogether incorrect. The United States 
Government “is understood to have acted 
entirely upon its own initiative and with 
complete independence of the other pow- 
ers. On the contrary, England has noted 
the rebuff sustained by the United States 
with positive delight. he foreign office is 
not displeased to see the Unted States fail 
after Great Britain’s snubbing in a similar 
attempt. The present attitude of England 
in regard to the war between China and Ja- 
pan is one of complete inaction. She is 
awaiting developments, especially as ad- 
vices have been received from Japan which 
show that she is not likely to listen to any 
peace overtures at the present time, as 
she is prepared to carry on a winter cam- 
paign. J 


IN CERTRAL CHINA. 


A Japanese Army Will Ascend the Yang 
Tse Miang. 


YOKAHAMA, Nov. 23.—The third army 
has left Ujinaon aboard the transports. 
The destination of this army is not known, 
but it. is rumored that it is intended to 
operate in the Yang Tse Kiang districts of 
China. The Yang Tse Kiang River has a 
total course of 2,500 to 3,000 miles, and 
drains with its numerous large affluents all 
the central gins of China. The tide 
ascends it to Lake Poyang, 450 miles from 
the sea, beyond which it is navigable for 


20 miles: It may be navigated for 2,000 
miles from its mouth by ships of the 
class. Coal is plentiful in many 
laces along its banks, and about 90 miles 
rom its mouth is situated the southern 
capital of China, Nankin, one of the most 
important cities of the Empire. Nankin is 
the center of a very extensive trade and by 
the great canal which crosses the Yang Tse 
Kiang River, about fifty miles eastward 
of the city, it communicates directly with 
Pekin. Nankin is Also the residence of a 
pcm viceroy who has authority over the 

iang Province. It is a great military 
depot and the chief seat of literature in 
the Chinese Empire. The Yang Tse Kiang 
River opposite Nankin is one and a half 
miles broad and twenty-five fathoms deep. 
The part of the city occupied by the Man- 
choos is separated by a cross wall from the 
Chinese town and the great extent of this 
wall renders the defense of the city diffi- 
cult. Besides it is overlooked from the 
hills on the east. A deep canal or ditch 
the river directly under the 
walls of Nankin on the west, serving to 
strengthen the approaches on that side. 
On the east side there are three gates and 
the land towards the river is marshy. 
Consequently the gates are approached on 
stone causeways. 


A NEW WAR LOAN. 
YOKOHAMA, Nov. 23.—The Minister of 
Finance has announced a further war loan 
of 50,000,000 yen in 5's, making 80,000,000 
en of the 100,000,000 yen authorized by Par- 
ament to be raised fér war purposes. 


ON THE ROAD TO PEKIN. 

SHANGHAI, Nov. 23.—Count Oyama’s 
army is marching northward through the 
liaowtung promontory in the direction of 
Niu Chwang. He has left 10,000 troops be- 
hind for the investment of Port Arthur. 
After reaching Niu Chwang it is said that 
Field Marshal Oyama’s destination will 


be Shan Hai Kwan, the terminus of the

route to Pekin.

Louis, and went into Mr. Graham’s em- 
ploy as his housekeeper. One year azo 
yesterday he married her. 

At 4 o'clock yesterday afternoon Mr. 
Graham went to his work, leaving his 
wife appareritly in good ‘spirits. He re- 
turned home at 8 o’clock for his supper. 
His wife was sitting in her bedroom vomit- 
ing, and he asked her what was the mat- 
ter, At first she refuséd to tell him, and 
he finally sent for Dr. Kirkpatrick. She 
said she had taken-~rough on rats. Dr. 
Lindsay was also called in, but it was too 
late. She had taken the poison shortly 
after 4 o’cjlock in the afternoon, and it 
had been absorbed into her system. She 
refused to tell why she had taken the 
poison, and died at 11 o’clock last night.

THREATS TO LYNCH. 


Myrtle Norvell, 15 Years Old, Led 
Astray by Samuel Jaynes. 


LEE’S SUMMIT, Mo., Nov. 23.—The cit- 
izens of Lee’s Summit have taken into their 
own hands the capture of Samuel Jaynes, a 
painter, who, it is charged, several days ago 
enticed away from her home under promise 
of marriage, 15-year-old Myrtle Norvell, a 


school girl. Last night they subscribed a 
fund for that purpose, and an officer is now 
on the track of the fugitives.

Appoiztments in Dalton’s Office Will, 
Hereafter Be Governed. 


THE DEPARTMENT HAS BEEN PLACED 
UNDER CIVIL SERVICE RULES. 


Letter Reesived by the Cellector of Cus- 
toms From Washingtcm Netifying 


Him of the Fact—& Cemmission te Be 
Appointed to Conduct Cempetitive 
Examiaations—Federal Matters. 


Col. Dick Dalton, Collector of Customs 
for the port of St. Louis, has received a 
notice from President John R. Proctor of 
the Civil Service Commission, informing 
him that his office has been made subject to 
the civil service regulations. The letter 
states that on Nov. 2 President Cleveland 
amended section 2 of customs rule No. 1 so 
as to include in the classified customs ser- 
vice all customs districts in which there 
are as many as twenty employes. Hereto- 
fore the classified customs service only em- 
braced offices which had fifty: employes. 


| The letter went on to say that the Secretary 


of the Treasury had informed the Civil 
Service Commission that the St. Louis cus- 
toms district had more than twenty em- 
Mr. Proctor quoted from the civil 


names of six of his employes, that the com- 
mission may select three of them to consti- 
tute a board of examiners. 

The Collector is requested to choose men 
who are fitted to be examiners by their 
character, education, knowledge of the ser- 
vice, their business before entering the cus- 
toms service, age, etc. Col. Dalton is also 
asked to forward to the Civil Service Com- 
mission a list of his employes, giving the 
name, position, date of appointment and 
Salary of each. 


WILL HOLD AN EXAMINATION. 
The letter said that the commission will 
organize the Board of Examiners as soon 


as the names of the six nominees are sub- 
mitted, and thereafter arrangements will 
be made for holding competitive examina- 
tions for the purpose of establishing arn 
eligible register. rom this register all 
appointments-to vacancies will nade. 
If it becomes nec to make an appoint- 
ment before the eligible register is estab- 
lished, ane appointment shall only be for 
thirt ays. 

yt the Coilector’s office it is not believed 
that the order affects the present employes. 
Including Col. Dalton there are thirty-five 
employes in the Collector’s office. The civil 


' service regulation does not extend to labor- 


ers and ordinary workmen or to rsons 


appointed by the President with the con- 


sent of the Senate. Collector Dalton and 
Appraiser McCaffrey fall under this latter 
exception. The order from Washington 
created considerable talk and speculation 
in the Federal building, and it is not hard 
to discover that no one in the Collector’s 
office likes the innovation. The regulation

Dr. A. E. MeCey of Chicege Furnishes &

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Nov. 2.—As 
soon as the indictment against Jeptha 
D. Howe was found here, he was arrested 
in St. Louis as a fugitive from justice, re- 
leased on bail and started at once for Phila- 
delphia. 

En route he visited several friends, and 
when he arrived yesterday he was prepared 
to give himself up and furnish bail as soon 
as the sum was fixed by Judge Bregy. A 
bond for $2,500 was signed by an acceptable 
surety within a few minutes after the sum 
was named by the court late yesterday af- 
ternoon. nak 

A. L. 8. Shields appeared for Howe, and 
will represent him throughout the case. 
Mr. Howe made the following statement to 
me of his connection with the case: 

“Mrs. Pitezel came to my office as any 
other client would come and employed me 
to collect the insurance on her husband’s 
life. She showed me a newspaper clipping 
telling of the death of B. F. Perry in Phila- 
delphia, and she represented that Perry 
was her husband. She was without means, 
and I spent nearly two weeks trying to 
raise funds sufficient to pay my expenses 
to Philadelphia. Tne money was finally 
borrowed from Mr. Beckert, who, when 
the insurance was collected, was offered 
and refused $25 for the use of $150 for a few 
weeks. He wanted a great deal more, but 
did not get it. When I was ready to come 
to Philadelphia Mrs. Pitezel was taken seri- 
ously ill, and much against my wishes I 
had to take her daughter to identify the 
body. I had no .idea Howard would be 
here until I saw him on the train. The 
money was collected, and with the excep- 
tion of my fee and expenses turned over to 
Mrs, *Pitezel. The story of Hedgepeth, as 
given in the papers, is pure rot, and was se- 
cured by the promise of the reduction of 
his sentence from twenty-five to ten years. 

“‘Maj. Harrigan cannot deny that he re- 
cently promised Hedgepeth to have his sen- 
tence cut down, nor that he actually sent 
Henry D. Laughlin to Jefferson City for 
that purpose. I notice that the alleged let- 
ters from Hedgepeth to Harrigan appear to 
have been written about the time Judge 


Laughlin went to Jefferson City in Hedge- 
peth's interset. 


“The whole matter in my judgement was 
stirred up by Harrigan, who does not like 
Marshall F. McDonald, between whom and 
Harrigan there is a bitter enmity, and has 
been for years. Harrigan simply tried to 
strike his enemy through me. r. McDon- 
ald, however, had nothing to do with the 
case beyond giving me a letter of introduc- 
tion to Su ntendent of Police R. J. Lin- 
den and afterwards advising me to put the 
insurance money in bank and notify the 
company that I had not paid it over be- 
cause of a misunderstanding about my fee, 
which in all probability I would have to sue 
for. This matter of the fee was finally ad- 
justed without suit, and I had no occasion 
to follow ‘Mr. McDonald’s advice in that re-

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«PENALTY FIXED FOR MAKING BREAD 


OUT OF UN WHOLESOME FLOUR. 


Eaeh Leat Is te Be Plainly Stamped With 
Ite Weight and the Name ef the Baker 
—The Pelice Authorized te Examine 
and Weigh Bread at Any Time—No 
Oppesition te the Ordizance Antici- 
pated. 


* ; 

The days of dishonest bakers and of short 
Weight loaves of bread are numbered. 
Prompted by the cxposure which the Post- 
Dispatch has made of that class of bakers 
who are cheating their customers by palm- 
ing off on them small loaves of bread that 
are made to look large by putting alum 
into the dough, Delegate Henning has pre- 
pared an ordinance that will require all 
bakers to hereafter sell their bread by avor- 
dupois weight. This. ordinance will be 
submitted to the House of Delegates to- 
night. Delegate Henning says he is con- 
fident that it will meet with general 
approval, for he has already talked the 
matter over with a majority of the dele- 
gates and they have assured him, he says, 
that they will support the measure and 
put no obstacle in the way of its speedy 
passage. It 4s also believed that the qrdi- 
nance will find numerous supporters in the 

. Council. President Nagle is in favor of 
it and many other members are known to 


be friendly. 
AN ORDINANCE Regulating the Sale of Bread 
in the City of St. Louis—Be it ordained by «the 
Municipal Assembly of the City of St. Louis, as 
follows: 
Sestion 1. All bread ba 
for sale in the elty of 


sd and offered or exposed 


. Lénuts, shall be made of 
goed and wholesume flour or meal, and sold by 
avoirdupois weight. 

Section 2. All bread shall be made into loaves 
of one or ohe and one-half pounds, two or two and 
one-half pounds,three or three and one-half pounds, 
four or four and one-half pounds, five or five and 
one-half pounds, avoirdupois weight, and each loaf 
shall have legibly impressed thereon the number 
indicating the weight of said loaf, and also with 
the name of the baker thereon. 

Section 3. If any baker or person shall make, 
for sale, offer or procure to be sold any bread of 
uny other than wholesowe or meal, or shall 
sell or expose for sale amy bread eontrary to this 
ordinance, such person or persons shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemganor, and upon conviction there- 
of shall be fined not less than $10 por more than 
$25 for ecch and every such offense. 

Section 4. It shall be the duty of the police offi- 
cers to enter in the day time into any baker shop, 
hake-house, stores, shops or warehouse, where any 
bread is baked, stored or deposited, or offered for 
sale, and also to stop, detain or examine any per- 
son or persona, Wagon or other vebicle ge tee | 
bread, and to examine for, view, «! and weig 
all or any bread that shall be there found; and if 
on any such examination there shall be found any 
bread made in viojation of any of the provisions of 
this ordinance it Shall be the duty of such police 
officer to seize such bread and cause the arrest of 
the person or persons guilty of such violation. 

Section 5. If any baker or vender of bread shall 
refuse to permit the bread in bis possession to be 
examined and weighed in the daytime by any police 
officer, or shall conceal the same from such pwiice 
ofiicer, shall be deemed guilty of & misdemeanor 
apd u conviction thereof shall be fined not less 
than $10 nor more than $25 for each and every 
offense. 

Section 6. Whenever any bread shall have been 
seized for any violation of the provisions of this 
erdivance, the same shall be taken immediately to 

‘fhe mearest pelice station and there deposited 

and kent to be used on the trial of the person 
or fsuns against whom the complaint is made. 
and if he, she or they, shall be convicted, such 
bread shall be retained by the Capain or otber 
officer in charge of the station unil the fine, if any 
shall have been inyposed, and costs of suits shall 
have been satisfied. 

Section.7. It shall not be lawful for any person 
er persons to carry on the trade or bisiness of a 
baker or engage in making bread for others, either 

‘in person or by employing any other person to 

earry on said trade or business under bis or ber 
direction. or for his or ber profit or benefit, with- 
eut having first obtained a permit from the City 
Collector, and paying an annual fee of 310 therefor; 
and. baving his, or her, or their, names on the 
record in the office of the City Collector. 

Section 8. It shall be the duty of the City Col- 
lector, and he is bereby authorized and empow- 
ered so to do, to issue to any reputable baker a 
permit to conduct said business of bakery on the 
payment to him of the sum of $10 annually. 

Section 9. Any person or persons refusing or ne- 
giecting to comply with any of the provisions of 
this ordinance shall be deemed guilty of a misde- 
meanor, and upon conviction thereof shall be fined 
not less than $10 nor hore than $25 for each and 
every offense. 

The above ordinance is practically .the 
same as the ordinance that is now in effect 

“in Chicago, with some slight modifications 
and improvements. In Chicago the baker 
is compelled to stamp the weight of each 
loaf and his name and address on the top 
crust. 

It will be seen that the Henning ordi- 

prétend to regulate the 
price of bread, It is believed that prices 
will regulate themselves. The Post-Dis- 
patch hag clearly demonstrated that at the 
Pp epee ice of flour St. Louis bakers can 
affofd to sell a two-pound loaf of bread 
for 5 cents. When once the bakers are 
compelled to make their loaves of uniform 
size and sell by weight the public will 
konw the value of the bread and will not 
pay more for a loaf than it is worth.

WEIGHING LLLINOIS COAL. 


The Ordimance Governing It and the In- 
terstate Commerce Law. 


The case of the city vs. George Brown, a 
driver for the Congolidated Coal Co., was 
called in the"Becond District Police Court 
this morning. Brown was arrested at this 


end of the bridge Noy. 14 at the instigation 
of Deputy Inspector of Weights and Meas- 
ures John C. Moser, who charged him with 
Violating sec. 1,572 of the Revised Ordi- 
nances, which requires everyone bringing 
coal, hay, ete., into the city to have it 
Weighed at the city scales and have a 
ticket showing the weight to be correct. 
Brown is said to have had a ticket from 
the city weigher in East St. Louis, but 
neglecged to get one here. Deputy Moser 
eaid that he ordered Brown's arrest when. 
on compelling him to return to the city 
scales and have the load weighed, he found 
it 200 pounds short of the weight marked on 
the ticket issued in Fast St. Louis. 

Deputy Moser was the only witness intro- 
duced, who testified to the arrest and the 
finding of the load 200 pounds short of 
what the ticket issued at Hast St. Louis 
represented. It is claimed by the defend- 
ants that the scales on this side of the river 
did not register the correct weight. 

The point the coal men wish to establish 
is that the ordinance requiring coal to be 


weighed in Bast St. Louis, is unconstitu- 
tional, in that it operates as a tax on 
interstate commerce. 

After a brief argument on the part of 
the attorneys, Judge Paxson took the case 
under advisement, giving the lawyers two 
weeks in which to prepare briefs, after 
which he will render his opinion. 

The case of James Burke, a driver for 
Dryden, Bros., coal merchants of East St. 
Louis, who has also been arrested on the 
same charge, will be passed upon at the 
Same time.

At the City Hospital She Stated That the 
Operation Was Performéd by a Phy- 
sician at a Down-Town Medical Con- 


cern—Dr. Manderbach” Arrested. 


Officer Bart Kearney of the Central Dis- 
trict, was told at 10 a. m. that there was a 
young girl sick and destitute at 120 North 
Sixteenth street. He went to the number 
indicated, which is a rooming-house, kept 
by Mrs. Mary McGiven, and there found a 
young woman who gave her name as Lena 
Smart. She sgid she was suffering from 


typhoid fever and wanted to go to the City 
Hospital. The officer had her transported 
to Dr. Marks’ sanitarium in an ambulance, 
but shortly after her arrival there she 
physicians found that her illness was not 
due to typhoid fever, but to a criminal op- 
eration. When uestioned she ad- 
mitted that one had been performed on her 
last Tuesday. 

When seen on her cot at the City Hos- 
pital by a Post-Dispatch reporter she told 
her story only after a great deal of per- 
suasion. “I am 23 years old,”’ said she, “‘and 
Il was married five years ago. I had one 
child, but it’s dead. My husband’s name is 
Ralph Smart. He is a glass-blower and 
worked at the glass-works in North 8t. 
Louis. We lived up near there until about 
three weeks ago, when he deserted me and 
went I know not where. Then I got a 
room at Mrs. McGiven’s on Sixteenth street 
and got a job in a restaurant at 1025 Pine 
street. Finding that I was about to be- 
come a mother, and knowing how hard it 
was for me to live, without having a baby 
to support, I went to the office of the Amer- 
ican Medical Institute, 304 North Sixth 
street, and they did the work for me Tues- 
day afternoon. I don’t know what they are 
going to charge me; I haven’t paid ’em yet. 
I have lived in St. Louis for some years, 
but my parents do not reside here and I 
won't tell you where they live, as I do not 
want them to know anything about this. 

AN ARREST MADE. ; 

The onl medical institution at 30: 
North Sixth street is the Constituti6én Medi- 
cal Co., and to a Post-Dispatch repofter 
who called there the man in charge said 
the company had not treated any such 
girl.

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A Rather Pointed Reply to the Note of 
Archbishop Corrigan. 


PROPOSES TO CONTINUE HIS ATTEND- 
ANCB OF THE LEXOW COMMITTEB. 


Has Never Claimed to Represent the 
Hely See at the Investigation—A Hiat 
at Certain ** Manuscript Evidence ’’ 
Wh'ch May Ceme to Light—Text ef the 
Correspondence. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 23.—It was reported 
last night on what seemed good authority 
that an attempt would be made on behalf of 
Archbishop Corrigan to correct the very 
general impression with regard to the 
harshness and imperious toné of his letter 
forbidding Father Ducey to attend the fu- 
ture meetings of the Lexow Investigating 
Committee. By reading the appended faith- 
ful summary of his message to the rector 
of St. Leo’s and that priest's reply, the 


public will be able to draw conclusions for 
itself about the letter arid the reply of the 
priest. 

Archbishop Corfigan’s letter was dated 
from the “‘Archbishop'’s House, No. 452 Mad- 
ison avenue, New York, Nov. 14, 1894.”’ It 
addressed the rector in the usual way as 
“Rev. Dear Sir,’’ and opened with a pass- 
age substantially, if not literally, worded 
as follows: 

“I have noticed with pain your repeated 
attendance at the sessions of the Lexow 
Investigating Committee. An honest Cath- 
olic layman would blush to go to such an 
hassemblage as the Lexow Investigating 
Committee of his own free will. .That you, 
a priest, should have attended sfch sittings 
daily and seemed to glory in so doing was 
most disedifying.”’ 

Succeeding the last passage came a par- 
agraph to this effect: “It has been ru- 
mored that you attended the sessions of 
the Lexow Committee, as a representative 
of the Holy See. The Cardinal Secretary 
of State has written to me that there is no 
truth in this, and has also forwarded to 
my address a copy of the Osservatore Ro- 
mano, in which he causes it to be officially 
denied that the Rev. Father Ducey, or 
anybody else, has received such a commis- 
sion.”’ 

The Archbishop then continued: 

“Tl would not have allowed any other 
priest of the diocese to exhibit such con- 
duct. Now that the elections are over, I 
think it my duty to vindicate the sanc- 
tity of the priesthood. I hereby give you 
canonical admonition to abstain_in future 
from going to the sessions of the Lexow 
Committee without permission in writing 
from me. I trust you will be obedient. 

The Archbishop’s message, which the 
writer has nee read, was signed. 

‘Very faithfu rours, 

Pei A. CORRIGAN, Archbishop.”

Fr. Ducey sent to the Archbishop the fol- 
lowing letter:

All efforts to persuade Fr. Ducey to ex- 
plain his meaning on this point to-day were 
fruitless.

TREATY WITH JAPAN. 


Sigeatures of Seeretary Gresham and 
Winister Kurino Affixed. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 23.—Secre- 
tary of State Gresham in behalf of the 
United States, and Minister Kurino of 
Japan, in behalf of his country, have af- 
fixed their signatures to a new treaty of 
amity and commerce between this country 
and Japan. The final formalities in the ex- 
ecution of the instrument occurred at the 
State Department late yesterday afternoon, 
after the close of office hours. Secr&tary 
Gresham will now transmit the new treaty 
to the United States Senate as soon as it 
convenes, and Mr. Kurino will forward it 
to the Japanese Foreign Office to be ap- 
proves by the Emperor of Japan and the 

resident of the United States. 

Coming at the present time, the signing of 
the treaty is considered of much significance 
beyond its actual terms, as it establishes 
the cordiality between the countries when 
foreign powers are endeavoring to show 
that Japan’s rejection of the peace media- 
tion was a “snub’”’ to the United States. 

_ To Japan the signatures are of supreme 
importance, as the country estimates its 
new series of treaties as quite.as important 
as the war it is now conducting. When the 
Japanese Minister at London recently con- 
cluded the new treaty with Great Britain 

the Emperor of Japan at once decorated 
him with the Highest orders of the Empire 
and advanced m to the nobility. he

on what, was alleged to be the last will of 
Mr. Da was said to have been discovered 
in Montana,but was declared to be a forgery 
and in a subsequent trial, which lasted 
more than three weeks, the jury disagreed 
and since then matters have.stood still, the 
will being neither set up nor set aside. 

There is in the Boston Safe Deposit Co.’s 
vauits to-day more than $1,000,000 belonging 
to the estate and held by Mr.Morse and 
Judge Wells, who have been anxious to 
have something done in the matter of set- 
tiling the estate. Recently Mr. Morse ap- 
plied to the Suffolk County Probate Court 
to take up the case and settle the estate 
so far as it has jurisdiction, and the court 
has set the matter down. It is probable that 
an effort will be made to induce the Court 
to defer hearing in the case until the mat- 
ter is decided in Montana.

The 
communal conditions of the civilized 
tribes are a mere cloak under which both 
white and Indian sharpers rob the ignor- 
ant masses of the tribes. The leaders 
abuse their power to make the com- 
munal system serve their own selfish 
ends. In one tribe sixty-one citizens reap 
the benefit of one-third of the common 
property of 14,682 Indians. By a system 
ofrentals the profits of the land are di- 
vided between white interlopera and 
shrewd Indian leaders. The natural re- 
sources of the country are monopolized by 
sharpers. 

Through lack of efficient government 
the Territory is overrun by Jawless bands, 
who murder and rob at will. The com- 
mission testify that many of the Indians 
are drifting back into savagery. Present 
conditions are damaging to them both 
morally and waterially. 

The interests of the Indians would be 
even more conserved than those of their 
white neighbors by a change of the Terri- 
torial government. Action looking to ul- 
timate statehood would be a blessing to 
all concerned—to the whole country.

CHESTER, IIL, Nov. 23.—A clever piece 
of forgery has been disclosed at the Ches- 
ter penitentiary. Ben Martin is a convict 
sent from Massac County about a year ago 
for burglary and larceny for a term of 


eight years. Some time ago he was 
granted a permit to write, and he improved 
the opportunity by addressing three let- 
ters to the Governor, to which he signed 
the names of the Circuit Judge, the State’s 
Attorney and the prosecuting witness in 
his case, strongly urging upon the Governor 
that he commute Maréin’s sentence to 
three yeats.

_ GREAT ADVAPTAGES NOW POSSESSED 


_ DHromptnes® Ma would give us if he 
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BY OTHER CITIES OVER S&T. LOUIS. 


Mr. David Eisemaz of Rice, *tix & Ce. 
Explains Hew by Not Having an Af- 
termoen Mail Service This City Gets 
the Reputaiion of Being Slew-M. C. 
Wetmere Thinks thé Service Should 
by All Mears Be Established. 


“The establishment of an early afternoon 
-matl and train service,’"’ said Charles A. 
Stacey, of the firm of Rice, Stix & Co., 
*is a matter of vital importance to the 
‘wholesale and retail merchants’ of St. 
Louis. It is, I may say, the most urgent 
matter before them, and I consider it of 
such importance that I think action should 
be taken upon it at once by the Merchants’ 
Exchange, the Mercantile Club and by ev- 
ery business organization in the city. To 


our firm such a service would be of great 
advantage, and I know it would be equally 
“so to every wholesale house in the city.” 
The subject is one to which the mem- 
bers of the firm mentioned have given much 
thought. David Eiseman, also of this firm, 


Says: 

“An early afternoon service is the one 
thing in which St. Louis is behind other 
cities of its size. It is little better off than 
some of the small country towns. Mail 
which should get eut of St. Louis so as to 
arrive in the territory contiguous to it 
twelve hours ahead of mail from Chicago 
arrives there at practically the same time, 
thereby giving merchants in those cities 
an undue advantage over us right in our 
own territory. To illustrate: Suppose a 
certain fall in the market price of a cer- 
tain line takes place. Being twelve hours 
nearer, naturally, to the territory south and 
west of us, we should be able to give the 
merchants in this territory the first noti- 
fication of the drop and get their orders. 
We get out a circular immediately and if 
we had an early afternoon mail service we 
could notify our country trade so they 
would get it that evening and send their 
orders. But as the mails run now we can 
not get the mail off until 7 or 8 o'clock, 
it isn’t delivered until the next morning, 
and by that time the Chicago or Cincinnati 
merchants’ circulars, which left those 
cities the previous afternoon, came in here 
and caught the early morning mail, are also 
in his hands. Asa consequence, we lose the 
advantage in our own territory. 

A REPUTATION FOR SLOWNESS. 

“Another thing: This sort of mail serv- 
ice gives the country merchant the idea 
that St. Louis is slow. They say: “Here 
is St. Louis, twelve hours nearer to us than 
Chicago, and yet we get Chicago mail as 
soon as we do that from St. Louis. Chi- 
cago is wide awake. St. Louis is asleep. 
As a matter of fact, we are just as wide 
awake as Chicago, but we are handicapped 
by this wretched mail service. What a 
reputation for being wide awake such a 
service as the Post-Dispatch advocates 
would give us it is hard to estimate. 

“Suppose, for instance, a merchaht in 
Hannibal sends down an order on the 
morning mail. What a reputation for 
could 
have his bil) for the goods back the same 
evening. Then, too, this service would 
bring more buyers to St. Louis personally. 
They could get here in the morning, buy 2 

big bill of goods and get away by 3:30 

. m. This would get a country merchant 

ome in time to figure up his day’s busi- 
ness and go to bed satisfied. Let’s have the 
service by all means.”’ 

Mr. E, Michaels, who stood near during 

cofiversation, indorsed Mr. Eiseman’s 
opinion. He spoke also of the Big Four’s 
noon train, which carries out through mail 
pouches. When he was in New York a 
couple of weeks ago, he said, the letters 
from his family at St. Charles&, which left 
there in the morning and would come to 8t. 
Louis and be transferred t6 this fast mail 
train, would reach him many hours sooner 
than letters written in his office the same 
morning, but which went out with the 
firm's regular mail, which was put in the 
boxes about noo: 

M. C. WETMORFE’S INDORSEMENT.

“It would not materially aid our business 
directly,’’ he said, “as we sell almost erx- 
clusively to jobbers in large cities, and no 
mail but a through mail at any hour does 
us much good.

Since the Sunday Post-Dispatch began 
issuing a colored cover each issue has 
shown marked advances og the foregoing 
attempts in this line. Next™Sunday’s issue 
will be no exception. It will embody the 
latest successes of inventors in the whole 
field of journalism, making as distinct an 
advance. . 

Colored illustrations are nothing new in 
either books or letters,*the newspapers of 
olden days. From an artistic point of 
view, the best colored illustrations of to-day 
are not generally so highly esteemed as the 
illuminated manuscripts written and paint- 
ed in characters of gold, purple and car- 
mine by the loving hands of the monks of 
the Middle Ages. 

Nevertheless, the world advanced beyond 
this stage of bookmaking. After parch- 
ments, paintings and splendid block letter 
characters of the Cloister brothers came 
crude, angular impressions of jill-cut type 
on spongy gray paper and impossible wood- 
cuts. The demand was for rapid multipli- 
cations and dissemination of the thought 
of Guttenberg’s age and that which had 
been left as a precious heirloom by the an- 
cients. That demand has been more and 
more fully satisfied during every succes- 
sive decade of the last three centuries. -At 
the same time the world of art has been 
striving to find a place in the world of the 
press. Substantial successes familiar to 
every one as etchings, engravings, prints, 
lithographs, sun prints, etc., have been at- 
tained. 

But all these are the product of slow time- 
consuming processes. Consequently they 
can not be used by the daily press, which 
is becoming more and more the universal 
educator, which fufnishes the masses with 
literature and all the world with the mir- 
edge thought and intellectual movement of 
the day. 

Here was a problem for inventors: to so 
hasten these processes that the daily press 
could make use of colored fillustrations.

The chemist 
discovered inks that would permit of such 
combination. 

Other branches of science were drawn 
upon for help until finally the colored cover 
of the Sunday Post-Dispatch became a pos- 
sibility. With three plates and three im- 
pressions, the illustrative genius of the age 
could be made use of by the daily paper 
The process is, however, very costly, re- 
quiring a $90,000 plant. For this reason only 
half a dozen newspapers have adopted the 
innovation, the Sunday Post-Dispatch be- 
ing the only one to do so west of New York.

IS RABBI SPITZ’S TOOL. 


- 


What Sel Geldstene Says of Rev. Rosen- 
berg—A Special Eleetien. 


Mr. Soloman Goldstone, President of the 
B’nai Amoona Congregation, still gives a 
most emphatic denial to the statement of 
Rabbi Spitz, made in the Jewish Voice and 
reiterated in an open letter, that the church 
mentioned failed to re-elect Rabbi Saft be- 
cause of financial difficulties. In the last 
issue of his paper Rabbi Spitz publishes a 
letter from Rev. Simon Rosenberg, cantor 
of the B’nai Amoona Congregation, bearing 
out his allegation. 

When seen Mr. Goldston® said: “This so- 
called ‘Rev.’ Rosenberg is merely a tool of 


Rabbi Spitz, on whose paper he has been a 
collector. I am fiot at present prepared to 
make an answer to him, but shall do so in 
the near future. I can say, however, that 
financial matters had nothing to do with 
our failure to re-elect Rabbi Saft, except 
that he wished an increase in his salary 
which the congregation thought that they 
could not afford to pay. He has, however, 
intimated that he will remain at the same 
salary, and a special general meeting has 
been called for next Sunday, at which his 
re-election is ‘assured. 

“The slight opposition which developed 
to Dr. Saft was solely owing to a misunder- 
standing about the teachings at the He- 
brew schools, which has been satisfactorily 
explained. Rosenberg assisted in the chant- 
ing services during the recent holidays, for 
which he was paid $115, and I will say that 
once was enough and that he will never of- 
ficiate there again. He has carried tales 
to Rabbi Spitz, though he only attended 
one meeting, and, in fact, may be looked 
upon as the maker of all the mischief.”’ 

The last issue of the Jewish Voice con- 
tains the following paragraph confirming 
the probable re-election of Dr. Saft: 

On good authority we learn that a meeting is to 
be held next Sunday by the members of the B'nai 
Amoona congregation to obtain a majority for the 
re-election of their rabbi, Rev. H. Saft. As al- 
ready stated by the Jewish Voice, the better ele- 
ments of the congregation are anxious to retain 
Rabbi Saft’s ministration, and we lope they will 
succeed next Sunday.

FAMOUS RAILROAD CASE. 


fuit of Cussiangheam and Branch Against 
the Msecon & Brunswick. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 23.—Interest 
in a case which has been somewhat famous 
in its day and which has had an exception- 
ally long career in the courts was revived 
in the Supreme Court of the United States 
by its argument. It 1s the case of George A. 
Cunningham and John P. Branch vs. the 
Macon &Brunswick: Railroad Co. Ex-Gov. 
Chamberlain of South Carolina and Messrs. 
Charlies N. West and John Howard ap- 


peared for the appellants, and ex-Gov. 
Hoadley of Ohio for the East Tennessee, 
Virginia & Georgia Railroad Co., which is 
virtually defendant and appellee. 

Cunningham and Branch, who were the 
owners of bonds in the Macon & Bruns- 
wick railroad, began their suit as far back 
as 1877. These bonds were indorsed by the 
State, and accordingly being unable to 
sue the State officers, became parties to 
the suit. The United States Circuit Court 
for the Southern District of Georgia sus- 
tained a demurrer that the suit against 
the late ofticers was virtually a suit against 
the State itself. Upon appeal to the Su- 
preme Court this decision was sustained 
and the case was dismissed as to the State 
and its officers. 

The case ainst the railroad company, 
having gone the rounds of the lower courts, 
comes back to the Supreme Court on an 
appeal from a second decision of the South- 
ern Georgia Circuit Court dismissing the 
bill of Cunningham and Branch. In the 
meantime the acon & Brunswick com- 
pany had gone out of existence, through 
foreclosure, and the East Tennessee, Vir- 
ginia & Georgia company is now the. de- 
fendant.

The members of 
the Mechanical Association adopted a res- 
olution to use the best endeavor with the 
firemen in charge of the engines to do their 
utmost by proper firing and attention to 
abate the smoke evil, and that they would 
do all possible to comply with the ordi- 
hance, and would hail with pleasure the 
discovery of any device by the Smoke 
Abatement Association which can reason- 
ably be applied to a locomotive for the pre- 
vention of the nuisance.

MAY OUST DIVVER. 


Numerenus Charges Against the Police 
Justice ef New York City. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 23.—Patrick Divver, 
Police Justice of the City of New York, 
may be compelled to show cause why he 
should not be deprived of his judicial func- 
tion. A petition with that end in view has 
been lodged with Joseph F. Daly, Chief 
judge of.the Court of Common Pleas. The 


petition alleges on information and belief 
that Divver is habitually careless, negli- 
gent and inefficient in the discharge of the 
duties of his office; that he has scanda- 
lously and disgracefully offered bribes to 
secure the falsification of election returns; 
that he has been in conspiracy and col- 
lusion with green goods swindlers, and 
that he has engaged in public brawls, to 
the degradation of his office and his own 
personal disfigurement. : ; 

The petition is signed by five tax-payers 
of this city, of whom one is Isaac K. Funk, 
the publisher, and another Charles Sprague. 
The petitioners do not represent any organ- 
ization, but dre acting in their individual 
eapacity. The law. provides that charges 
against a police justice may be tried pub- 
licly before the judges of the Court of Com- 
mon Pleas. Divver was appointed a police 
justice by Mayor Grant. It is not of record 
that he had practiced or read law, being at 
the time of his appointment the keeper of a 
saloon on Park Row. The pay of a police 
justice is $8,000 a year. , ? 

There are fifteen Police Justices in New 
York City. They. are appointed by the 
Mayor for a term’ of ten years at a salary 
of $8,000 per annum. 

Most ofthe Police Justices, as a rule, de- 
yote very little of their time to their office. 
It is the common thing for a Justice to sit 
only an hour or two in the morning, often 
passing judgment in that brief time on over 
100 persons arraigned before him. The ac- 
cused are driven like sheep through the 
police courts, and sentences are passed on 
them with great rapidity: The guilty and 
the innocent are huddled together, and the 
arbitrary sentences of the court pour over 
the edge of the bench like water from a 

ump spout.

AN ERRONEOUS IMPRESSION. 


The Clerk of the House Has Prepared No 
Official List ef Members. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 23,-An er- 
roneous impression has gone out that the 
clerk of the House of Representatives has 


repared an official ist of members@f the 

“fty-fourth Congress. This he has not 
done and would not be able to do if so dis- 
posed, for the reason that the official re- 
turns have so far been received from only 
two districts out of the 366, those being the 
two Oregon districts. It is not expected 
that certificates of election will in any large 
number be placed with the clerk before the 
convening of the short session, and the 
probabilities are that all the certificates 
hey not be on file for some time after that 

ate. 

But even if certificates should be filed rep- 
resenting all the districts of the entire 
country, the clérk would not in this in- 
stance probally be disposed to issue an of- 
ficial roll call of the next Congress before 
the expiration of the present. An official 
in the clerk’s office to-day expressed the 
opinion that the completion of this Hist 
would be delayed until the 4th of March as 
@ matter of precaution, and he gave as a 
reason for this caution the possibility of 
error or of complications similar. to those 
presented in the pending contest of Belknap 
vs. Richardson for the seat from the Fifth 
Michigan District. 

In this instance Mr. Richardson, who was 
voted for as a Democratic candidate for 
the Fifty-third Congress, presented his cre- 
dentials to the clerk on the 22d of, Decem- 
ber, 1892, and his name was duly enrolled 
as a member of the House. On the Wth 
of February following, Mr. Belknap pre- 
sented credentials signed, as had been Mr. 
Richardson's, by the State officers, certify- 
ing that Belknap, and not Richardson, had 
been elected. Having recognized the Rich- 
ardson certificates, the clerk was powerless 
to undo the act, if he had been so inclined, 
and as the House has so far declined to re- 
verse his action Mr. Richardson still re- 
mains the sitting member. Indeed, the cir- 
cumstances proved to be such thatMr. Bel- 
knap was unable, without the adoption of 
a special resolution, to inaugurate contest 
proceedings. Such a resolution was adopted 
and the merits of the two sets of credentials 
will constitute one of the interesting ques- 
tions which the House will be called upon 
to dispose of at the forthcoming Congress. 

‘It should he explained that there was a 
change of administration in Michigan be- 
tween the time the Richardson certificate 
was issued and that when the Belknap 
certificate was issued, Republican State of- 
ficials succeeding Democratic State officials, 
Richardson reomva. his certificate from 
the Democrats and Belknap from the Re- 
publicans. A new canvass had been made 
under the order of the Supreme Court of 
the State and it was upon the results as- 
eertained by this recount that the Belknap 
certificate was issued. 

The simple action of the clerk has heen 
more potent, however, than the whole ma- 
chinery, political and executive, of the 
State of Michigan in deciding the merits of 
the contest. The case is so fresh in the 
minds of the Houee officials that they are 
now disposed to act with caution, and not 
to prepare the official roll until it becomes 
necessary to enter the names of the new 
members for the purpose of paying their 
salaries, which will begin on the 24th day of 
March, 18%. The list which has now been 
prepared is therefore entirely unofficial, the 
names being gathered from all authentic 
sources and is only for the convenience of 
members.

MAY SOON BE FREE. 


Capt. Hewgate Will Nest Be Preseented 
fer His Crime. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 23.—Capt. 
Henry W. Howgate may soon be a free 
man. The former Chief of the Signal Ser- 
vice was arrested in New York Sept. 28, for 
stealing $370,000 from Uncle Sam, after 


] twelve years spent in evading detectives. 


It caused a great sensation, for Howgate, 
in his palmy days, as Chief of the Weather 
Bureau, which he established, was a well 
known and popular Government official. 
He made his escape, and added to the ro- 


mance of the case, by living in New York 
for six years as a book-store proprietor, 
under an assumed name, going about open- 
ly, unmolested by the Secret Service offi- 
cials, until his love for rare works betrayed 
him into their toils. 

It has always been thought that there 
never has been any real desire to capture 
Howgate, and from the developments to- 
day, it is pretty clear that there is no de- 
sire to prosecute him. He led the gayest 
of lives when in office, and was the inti- 
mate friend of s0 many men high in office 
life that it has always been the popular be- 
lief “that. important persons were very 
much interested in preventing disclosures 
which would certainly be made if. he ever 
was arrested and brought to trial. But ex- 
Chief Drummond of the Secret Service saw 
fit to make the arrest, and the prisoner has 
since been in jail here, awaiting arraign- 
ment before the court. And now comes the 
story that it is useless to try to convict 
Howgate, and that the Government offi- 
cials are convinced that the case against 
him is so weak that he cannot be pun- 
ished.

Mr. ‘Worthington, counsel for Howgate, 
has familiarized himself with the weak- 
ness of the case. Government officials ad- 
mit that the evidence of embezziment is 
particularly weak, and they say that it is 
extremely doubtful whether enough of the 
witnesses can be got together to prove 
their case. 

The chief obstacle in the way of new in- 
dictments, it is said, is the statute of 
fimitations, which decrees that an indict- 
ment cannot be brought after the expira- 
tion of three years from the time the crime 
is discovered. here is one exception to 
the law, and that is when the accused man 
is a fugitive from justice. As Capt. How- 
gate ran away, it would seem as if he could 
be brought within this classification, but 
the officials hold that this point could not 
be settled except after long litigation. If, 
they argue, Capt.. Howgate had escaped 
from the district before his arrest and in- 
dictment, there would be no question about 
his having been a fugitive, and no danger 
of his being protected by the statute. But 
they say it is a matter of record that the 
criminal proceedings against him were 
completed, with the exception of the trial, 
and that it is a doubtful question in the 
eyes of the law whether he was a fugitive 
from justice, except in the popular sense of 
the term.

From the earliest history of life insur- 
ance there have been just+such shrewd 
scoundrels as Holmes and Pitezel, who 
have employed their talents in devising 
schemes to swindle the companies. No 
doubt many of them succeed, and prob- 
ably there have been numerous instances 
where the companies have settled cases 
that they knew were frqaudulent rather 


- than incur great expense and worry that 


invariably attends long litigation. But so 
many consipracies have been exposed and 
sO many persons engaged in them have 
been convicted and sentenced to long terms 


of imprisonment that it is surprising that 
even the worst racsals have not long ago 
abandoned that field of criminal pursuit. 
Perhaps each one of them fancies that 
he has hit upon a scheme that it certain 
of success and in which detection is im- 
possible, but the history of criminal prose- 
cutions show how fallible is the deepest 
plot when expert insurance detectives have 
got through probing it. In the attempts 
made to. perpetrate in- 
surance frauds, every manner of crime has 
been resorted to, chief of which is murder. 
Among the more celebrated cases are that 
of Dr. Henry Meyer and his wife, who 
deliberately poisoned a man to get the in- 
surance on his life and for which Dr. Mey- 
er is now serving a life sentence in Sing 
Sing prison, and that of the world famous 
Mrs. Maybrick, who was convicted in En- 
giand and was also sentenced for ilfe for 
the murder by poison of her husband. 
whose life was also heavily insured. Fol- 
lowing are a few of the most notable in- 
stances in recent years: 
THE ZIEFLE CASE. 

The most celebrated case that was ever 
exploited in the criminal. courts of St. Louis 
became known as the Ziefle case. In the 
early part of 1887 Charles Ziefle, a barber, 
came to St. Louis from his home in Texas 
for the purpose of collecting a death bene- 


fit due him from the United States Bene- 
volent Fraternity on account of the death 
of his brother Lorenz. Upon his arrival 
here he was invited to the home of Robert 
Terry, President of the George Washing- 
ton Council of the order, and he and Terry 
trrceameo couch intimate friends that he fin- 
ally concluded to remain here, boarding for 
a time with his sister, Mrs. Dora Schmidt, 
and subsequently at the house of Fred 
Bothman. 

Ziefle had been here but a:year when he 
Was attacked by consumption, and s0 
rapid were its ravages that by February, 
1888, he was scarcely able to leave his bed. 
On February 25 application for membership 
in the George Washington Council was 
made in behalf of Ziefle. The application, 
which purported to be signed by Ziefle, 
gave his address as 1123 North Thirteenth 
Street, at that time the home of David 
Goldberg, and named as beneficiary Annie 
Heriz, who was stated in the application 
to be Ziefle’s sister, but whe in reailty was 
a sister of Goldberg. The applicant was 
recommended by Robert Terry, President 
of the Council, and by Thomas Laird, its 
Secretary. Accompanying the application, 
was a physician’s certificate, signed by Dr. 
Joseph Whittaker, medical examiner of 
the council, Dr. Whittaker stating that 
Zieile had signed the application in his 
presence and that he had found the ap- 
plicant to be in sound physical condition. 

A week later Ziefle was taken to the City 
Hospital in the last stazes of consumption, 
emaciated to the last degree and nothing 
but skin and bone. His sister, Mrs. Schmidt 
desired to remove him to a private hos- 

ital, where he would receive proper care, 

ut was prevented from doing so by Terry 
and Goldberg, who on March 12 secretly 
removed the dying man ‘to the rooms of 
Mrs. Annie Hertz, Goldberg’s sister, on 
the top floor of 1227 North Tenth street. 
He never leff the room until he was car- 
ried out a corpse. Terry visited him daily 
up to the time of his death and the only 
mga who attended him was Dr. it- 

aker. 

March 16, a man calling himself Charles 
Ziefie was initiated into membership in 
George Washington Council. He was a 
dummy. At the same meeting Goldberg was 
made a member and was immediately pro- 

osed for the office of Secretary by Dr. 

Vhitaker, but not. elected. March Zi, 
Ziefle died and that morning Terry and 
the two men removed the body to an un- 
bertaker’s. The same night it was taken in 
a coffin to the house of August Koescher, 
2620 .Franklin avenue, and the funeral took 
place from that house the following day. 
Terry, Goldberg and Dr. Whittaker were 

resent, and also Goldberg’s sister, Mrs. 
Sorte, who was clad in deep mourning. She 
wept bitterly beneath her heavy veil 
throughout the ceremony, and at the grave, 
when the casket was being lowered she ap- 
peared to swoon and fell to the ground. 

Dr. Whittaker furnished: a death certifi- 
cate to the effect that the deceased had 
died from pneumonia, and that evening 
Yerry called on Mrs. Schmidt, informed her 
of her brether’s death and added that 
Ziefle had requested that she be not in- 
fgrmed until after his burial. 

The officers of the council forwarded 
proof of Ziefle’s death to the headquarters 
of the order at Baltimore, but before the 
amount of the policy could be paid Ziefle’s 
sister exploded the conspiracy. Becoming 
suspicious, she caused the body to be ex- 
humed and discovered that a wig had been 

Jaced on the head and that the body had 

eon otherwise altered in appearance to 
make it look like a dummy whe was in- 
itiated under the name of Ziefle. An in- 
vestigation was made by the. members of 
the Council and all of the, parties engaged 
in the conspiracy were indicted. Before 
the day of the trial Koescher, in whose 
house the funeral had been held, was found 
hanging by the neck. T , who was first 
tried, was convicted, but the sentence was 
reversed by the Supreme Court because of 
a technical flaw in the indictment and be- 
eause of the money that the prosecutions 
had already cost and the disappearance of

Several people have claimed to*have seen 
Dr. Fraker since his alleged drowning, but 
they have been unable to locate him satis- 
factorily.

THE DEAD MAN APPEARS. 

Another celebrated case is to be found 
in the records of the United States Court 
in this city. William Wackerle and his 
brothers, John and Conrad, came to this 
country from Germany some forty years 
ago. William Wackerle settled in Minne- 
sota, where he pre-empted a claim and be- 
came a farmer. His nearest neighbor tol 


him of a young woman named Walburg 
Schneider, then living in Boston, and it 
was arranged that she should come west 
to Minnesota and become William Wack- 
erle’s wife. This she did; they were mar- 
ried and when the war broke out and 
Wackerle enlisted she remained at home 
and tilled the farm. 

In 1865, at the close of the war, Wack- 
erle decided to sell the farm and with the 
proceeds he and his wife moved to Mll- 
waukee. In the latter city she persuaded 
him to insure his life and two policies were 
taken out in her favor, one in the Mutual 
Life of New York for $4,000 and one for 
$3,000 in the Aetna of Hartford. Not long 
after the —— were issued Wackerle 
disappeared and it was only after a per- 
sistent search that Mrs. Wackerle finally 
Jocated the truant in ramento, Cal. 
She followed and found him and persuaded 
him to again live with her. For a year 
they remained in Sacramento, where a child 
was born and, like scme seven or eight 
other children of the Wackerles, died in 
infancy. With the death of this child they 
decided to return Bast and came to Quincy, 
Ill., bringing the body of the infant in 
a metalic casket. Another child was born 
soon after their arrival in Quincy and is 
still alive, but with the birth of this last 
cnuld Wackerle, who could not get along 
peaceably with his wife; agan di - 
peared. I*or some time he was lost sight 
of and in some way Mrs. Wackerle got word 
that he had been killed by a railway train 
~¥ Shreveport, La., on Christmas Day,

She was then living in St. Louis. Going 
to Louisiana, she had the mangled remains 
exhumed, and in the presence of witnesses 
she fully identified the corpse as that of her 
husband. Then an effort was made to col- 
lect the insurance, but the companies, not 
being satisfied with the proof of death 
submitted to them, “contested, and it was 
only after a hard fight that a jury found a 
verdict for Mrs. Wackerle against the 
Aetna. The company appealed to the Su- 
preme Court of Louisiana, and pending the 
appeal a detective in the employ of the un- 
derwriters found in California a man who 
clamed to be Wm. Wackerle. .In an affi- 
davit he stated many of the most minute 
incidents in the life of Wm. Wackerle, giv- 
ing full names and: ages of members of his 
own and Mrs. Wackerle’s families and 
much other detail of a convincing charac- 
ter that he was the man whom Mrs. Wack- 
erle claimed had been killed in Louisiana. 
In regard to his -last disappearance he 
said he deserted his wife in Quincy partly 
because of her quarrelsome disposition and 
chiefiy becawse he had been told that she 
had offered a man $1,000 to murder him, so 
that she might collect the insurance money. 
He had gone to Louisiana, he said, where 
he worked for a while as cook on the levee, 
but had left and gone to California a year 
before the man who was alleged to be Wm. 
ee was found dead on the railroad 
track. ; 

In company with the underwriters’ detec- 
tive the Californian visited Minnesota and 
was instantly recognized and welcomed by 
many of Wackerle’s old neighbors and also 
by numerous old comrades hg ae: fought 
side by side with Wackerle the war. 


erle was visiting. She was taking a drink 
of water when he entered the house and 
when he stepped into the room and spoke to 
her she turned pale and the dipper from 
which she was drinking fell to the floor. 
She denied, however, that ke was her hus- 
band, insisting that her husband had been 
killed and buried in Louisiana, but when 
the affidavit of the California man was pre- 
sented to the Supreme Court judges they 
promptly reversed the verdict. . 
The cage wae dropped, but years after- 
ward, in 1882, Mrs. Wackerle brought a 
second suit, this time against the Mutual 
Life of New York, still maintaining that 
the man killed in Loiuisiana was her hus- 
band. The case was tried in the United 
States Circuit Court in this city before ex- 
udge Treat. ere was abundance of evi- 
ence on both sides, the number of wit- 
esses who testified in regard to the iden- 
tity of the California. man being about 
equally divided. The California Wackerle 
personally er in court and in the 
presence of rs. Wackerle testified to 
everything that was contained in his orig- 
inal affidavit, together with much other 
detail that fully convinced many who list- 
ened to his testimony that he was the 
genuine William Wackerle and the husband 
of the plaintiff. He could not, however, 
recall more than six names of his eight chil- 
dren, and this fact, together with his state- 
ment that the child which died in Sacra- 
mento had been buried there instead of 
being brought to Quincy, made so strong an 
impression on the jury that a verdict was 
found in favor of Mrs. Wackerle. It was 
the. United States Supreme 
rar Life finally settled 
the suit.

Clark and Krey- 
enbuhl were arrested, and then Gary, who 
had worked a bluff on Clark, set about 
trying to locate Gregg. Clark, in his con- 
fession, had said that Gregg had gone to 
New York, but there was no other clew to 
his whereabouts. Gary went to New York 
and, with nothing but a photograph and a 
general knowledge of the character of the 
man and a knowledge of the places he 
would be most likely to haunt, Gary located 
his man‘in a saloon and placed him under 
arrest. Recently all three of the conspira- 
tors were taken to the penitentiary and are 
now serving long sentences. . 

MUSGRAVE’S CELEBRATED CASE. 
A unique attempt to swindle the insurance 
companies was exposed in 1891 by the arrest 
in St. Paul of Robert Musgrave. Musgrave 
was reared in Terre Haute Ind., and froin 
early boyhood displayed a marked trait for 
crookedness. With the death of his father 
he fell heir to a small etate, and quickly 
dissipated it in riotous living. He became 
a broker in Chicago,got involved in several 
forgery scrapes, and at last found himself 
penniless. It was then that he conceived the 
idea of defrauding the insurance compa- 
nies, which he afterwards put into execu- 
tion on the banks of the Wabash River. 

Musgrave had a chum named Trout, as 
bad a rascalias Musgrave, and to whom he 
confided his plans. The first step was to 
take out insurance policies on Musgrave’s 
life for $25,000. The next was to send to a 
St. Louis firm for a skeleton. In August, 
1891, M ve and Trout carried their 
skeleton to a lonely cabin about three miles 
from Terre Haute, and were visited by a 
number of Musgrave’s former acquaint- 
ances, who were brought to the cabin by 
Trout, in order that they might afterward 
be used as witnesses One night the cabin 
burned to the ground, and the following 
morning what was supposed to be the re- 
mains of Musgrave, but in reality was the 
skeleton that had been bought in St. Louis, 
was found in the ashes. But a shrewd de- 
tective sifted the ashes for buttons of 
clothing and soles of shoes, and not finding 
either, and finding tracks leading through 
the corn fleld that corresponded with Mus- 
grave’s shoes, e convinced that Mus- 
grave was still alive. Trout was arrested 
as an accessory to attempted fraud ‘and 
made a full confession. Then a search was 
made for Musgrave, and in the following 
November be was arrested in St. Paul, re- 
turned to Terre Haute and sentenced to 
the penitentiary for eight years. 

PRETENDED TO BURN UP. 

An insurance swindle so nearly like the 
Musgrave case that both might easily have 
been concocted: by the same person was 
perpetrated in Wisconsin @# 1892. Ferdi- 
nand J. Thrun, an ignorant Swede saw- 
mill hand, saved his earnings and bought 
a saw-mill. As soon as the timber that 
surrounded it was exhausted he set fire 
to the mill.and collected the insurance. For 
the next few years he did nothing but buy 
up old saw-mills, burn them down and 
cheat the underwriters. Then he evolved a 
scheme that was to bo a master stroke. 
It was to insure his life, pretend that he 
was dead and get out of the way until his 
wife could collect the money. 

This scheme grew out of the“fefusal of 
the insurance companies to take any more 
risks on his mills. The last mill he bought 
was at Romeo. e was unable to insure 
it, and attempt to turn it into cash by 
burning it down and suing the Wisconsin 
Central Railroad Co. for $20,000 damages, 
claiming the mill had caught fire from a 
passing locomotive. T. G. Hanson, claim 
agent of the railroad campany, disguised 
himself as a woodchopper and got from 
Thrun, while the latter was drunk, a con- 
fession that he himself had set fire to the 
Romeo mill, and the damage suit was with- 
drawn. In some unaccountable manner 
an attachment sprung up between Thrun 
and the railroad claim agent and then 
Thrun confided his plan for swindling the 
life insurance companies, Hanson joining 
him in the conspiracy and agreeing to as- 
In a short time 


for $57,000. 

It that Thrun and a 
witness should board a Lake Michigan 
steamer and that Thrun should lose him- 
self overboard at a convenient spot where 
Hanson would be waiting in a boat to pick 
him up. Thrun made two trips for that 
purpose but found no opportunity for car- 
rying out the plan, and the idea of falling 
overboard was abandoned. It was then de- 
cided that he should meet the more horri- 
ble fate of being burned to death in his 
dwelling at Romeo. The house was to 
burn down, Thrun was to disappear and 
his bones were to be found in the ashes. 

A skeleton was obtained and placed in 
the house, and Mrs. Thrun, who planned 
many of the details of the plot, went to a 
neighboring town to visit some friends. 
One night Thrun aroused his neighbors by 
shouting to them that his house was on 
fire. They 4 ge from their beds and ran 
out to help him save his furniture. While 
the house was burning furiously Thrun ran 
into it, crying out that he must save his 

ks and papers. He was not seen again 
and was supposed to have perished in the 
flames. This belief was strengthened the 
following morning by the finding of some 
blackened bones and a huroan skull in the 
ruins. A Coroner’s jury returned a verdict 
that Thrun had lost his life in the fire, and 
his wife, aided n, set about col- 
lecting the insurance. | 

egy in ioe auaploy of the insurance 
companies Oo investigate. The firs 
thing that aroused their suspicions inet 
Thrun was not dead was the discovery 
that there were no teeth in the skull that 
was found in the ashes of the house. 
Thrun had a full set of teeth, and the 
knowledge that teeth are less destructible 
than bones caused the detectives to search 
further. In the meantime Mrs. Thrun and. 
Hanson were demanding that the policies 
be paid, Mrs. Thrun declaring that either 
the insurance companies must produce her 
husband alive or pay the full value of the 
policies. Some of the companies did pay 
and a few of them effected a compromise 
through Hanson for 10 per cent of the face 
value. Most of the companies, however, 
being fully convinced that Thrun was alive,

have to that of man. The following meth- 
od of training for the saddle generally is 
that adopted by Edward L. Anderson, one 
of the most successful trainers of the pres- 
ent day. It will perhaps be of interest to 
most people. Even if one is not given an 
opportunity to experiment with a horse, it 
is worth while knowing how much one 
has a right to expect of a tfainer. 

The end to be attained is immediate and 
exact control over the horse. The means 
to be used is kindly enforced discipline, in 
which not g is left to the volition of the 
animal. The muscular actions which would 
impulsively follow the applications of the 
hand and heel are to be cultivated in the 
proper directions, so that the horse shall 
instinctively answer to the demands of its 
rider under all circumstances. One must 
not depend on the intelligence or good- 
will of the animal, beyond acquring its 
confidence to such an extent that its fears 
are not aroused by any movement the 
trainer may make; and neither whip nor 
spur should be used in punishment. Faults 
whether voluntary or involuntary, must be 
corrected by special exercises. 

Experienced trainers do not, as a rule, 
esteem the horse highly, ascribing to it 
neither noble traits of character, nor any- 
thing beyond a low order of intelligence. It 
is nervous and never gives its confidence 
wholly to man. Its comparatively feeble 
reasoning powers are exhibited more in its 
defense and resistance to man’s authority 
than by intelligent obedience. 

Fortunately it is a creature of one idea, 
and until we can obtain control over it by 
discipline, it is impossible to thwart its 


$ 


malevolent intentions by a counter attack. 
If in its early mutiny the horse is foiled 
it will soon forbear; but one success will 
be remembered through scores of defeats. 

en discipline has become aée second 
mature to the horse, the man can depend 
upon its obedience, until by accident or 
. carelessness the animal is shown by what 
a slender chain it has been enslaved. It 
is then difficult though possible to reclaim 
it. The best method of encouraging and 
rewarding the horse is to slightly relax the 
tension of the reins and allow the bridle- 
hand to rest lightly upon the crest. The 
animal soon learns the ‘meaning of this. 
As a further preface, be it remarked that 
training cannot begin too soon, as it has no 
tendency to injuriously affect the spirit of 
the horse and the early lessons of obedience 
are rarely gver effaced, Finally, not every 
horse is able of being trained. Horses 
that are subject to fits of terror or excite- 
ment are always dangerous; for although 
even these may be taught to obey the 
aids, their attacks are frequently so sudden 
that the rider is in peril before he can 
- attemt to obtain contro. The small, pro- 
tuberant, so-called buck’s eye is regarded 
as an infallible indication of what may be 
termed equine insanity. 

Words, calls, motions, signals of all kinds 
are to be avoided. The horse should be 
taught to regard the silent aids alone, else 
it might obey other signals at inopportune 
times. course, e trainer must ‘use 
his voice to soothe the colt, but the sooner 
sounds are nsed with the better.

STREET CAR ACCIDENTS. 


Possibility of Avoiding Them With 
‘Preakes and Fen ‘ers. 

Written for the SUNDAY POST-DISPATCH 

The appalling frequency with which the 
modern Juggernaut, the electric street car, 
kills or seriously injures men, WO- 
men and children here in St. Louis 
leads numbers of the Post-Dispatch read- 
ers to write to this office, asking the Post- 
Digpatch to lend a Rand in having the lo- 


cal street railway companies adopt such 
precautions as would make accidents of 
much rarer occurrence. Here is a sample 
letter: 

Editor Post-Dispatch—As your paper 
seems ready to help correct abuses and 
especially dangerous ones, I often won- 
der at your silence in regard to the reck- 
less manner in which electric cars are 
run in this city and the poor way in which 
they are furnished with safety appliances, 
or, rather, no appliances at all. While we 
are said to have the best street car system 
in the land, yet our cars are simply death- 
dealing engines,no precautions whatever be- 
ing taken to prevent loss of life or serious 
accidents; no guards of any kind to pre- 
vent the wheels rolling over any unfortun- 
ate who happens to fall in front of a swift- 
ly moving car. Hand brakes are simply a 
relic of the past and no steam road employ- 
ing them could get any patronage at this 
time. There is certainly one or more of 
the many power brakes now extant that 
could be profitably used on our trolley cars, 
and it seems poor economy for the street 
car companies to keep on killing or mam- 
ing people and paying heavy damages. I 
am satisfied that many of the worst acci- 
dents are caused by the motorman’s in- 
ability to stop his heavy car soon enough 
with his one hand brake. 

Now, see to it that our cars are equipped 
in such a manner as to support the asser- 
tion that we have the best street car sys- 


tem in the world. 
ONE WHO RIDES 

Unfortunately for “One Who Rides’ ”’ 
suggestions, there does not appear to be 
any brake in the market that will meet his 
demands. Mr. filliams, cashier of the 
American Brake Company and the Westing- 
house Car Brake Company, said to a ‘“‘Post- 
Dispatch” reporter: “‘I don’t think there is 
any brake yet on the market that can be 
used to stop street cars better than the 
present hand brake. If there is, our com- 
pany hasn’t heard of it. Several people 
have schemed up brakes which they claim 
will work more effectively than the present 
hand brake, but as yet I have not seen any 
of them perfected.” There are electric 
brakes, air brakes and friction brakes 
spoken of, but there is considerable trou- 
ble in applying them to street cars. In the 
first place, the street car companies say it 
requires too much power to run an electric 
brake on a street car. 

An air brake is more or less impracticable 
because it so difficult to get the air. If 
there was a ‘boiler 
street car, like there 
steam engine, it would be an 
matter to operate a very effective air 
brake, but there is not. Then it has been 
proposed to put in an air pump on the 
back of or beneath the car and pump in suf- 
ficient air to run the brake, but this would 
also be a very tedious process. Then the 
apparatus would take up so much room. 
No very serviceable friction brake has 
ever been put on the market, either. These 
are very trying on the mechanism of a 
car, and are hard to work. I suppose one 
of these brakes will be perfected soon, and I 
hope so. I am sure any system would be 
a great improvement over the present hand 
brake system.” 

Edward L. Adreon, Jr., who represents 
the Sargent Brake Company of Chicago 
here, says that if the street railway com- 
panies would adopt a certain kind of brake 
shoe they could stop their cars almost in- 
stantaneously when desired. 

“The trouble is,” said he, “that stopping 
a-car this way tends to wear out the shoe 
very quickly, and so the street railway 
companies don’t care to adopt it.” 

In connection with this subject, William 
Kirchoff, a clever young machinist, residing 
at 2353 South Broadway, has invented a car 
fender, the adoption of which by the street 
railway companies will absolutely prevent 
a car from running Over anyone, unless a 
person throws himself under the car 
wheels from one side. Mr. Kirchoff has an 
application for a patent for his invention

Criticism of Actors Which Wm, 
Crane Resents.

Years Age Players Kuew Omly Their 
Own Parts and Could Mot-Tell the 
Stery ef the Play, But New They 
Study the Relations of Characters. 


Special Corr. Sunday Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 23.—At a gathering 
of men prominent in the theatrical world 
the other night, an author, who has had 


some success with one or two plays, 
brought up the old argument that actors 
were, in a great measure, little better than 
automatons, 

A star’ wanted a play in a hurry—what 
he was using was not to the public taste, 
and the author sent him one of the many 
which was knocking about in his trunk. 
Some three weeks after the piece been 
precnoes he ran out to a little town in New 

ersey and saw the play. It was not a bit 
like the play he planned and wrote. The 
situations were al] there, and so were the 
lines, but ideas he had never dreamed of 
in connection with the play were being 
conveyed by the actors. This made him 
furious, and he railed at actors in seperal, 
saying they had no ideas of their own, and 
that there was not one actor out of-+ten 
who could tell you the story of the play 
in which he was appearing. 

The poor actor had heard this claim re- 
peated many times. When Henry Irving 
was in this country last season the Ameri- 
can Dramatists gave a dinner in his honor. 
In responding to the pleasant things said 
about him, the English actor told how 
he had been an actor for many years hbe- 
fore he had ever given dny thought te¢ the 
ponerns character of the plays in which 

e was taking part. It had only been after 
he had risen in his profession that he un- 
derstood the work of the author, and how 
close a relation one scene bore to another. 
When he became a manager he made a 
study of these things, and the production 
of a play meant a great deal more to him 
than the memorizing of his lines and of 
his cues. 

To strengthen his argument that mest 
actors paid little attention to anything but 
their lines, Mr. Irving told a story about 
the famous Frenchman, Frederick Le 
Maitre, The latter had made a gigantic 
hit in a new play—the name of which I can- 
not now recall—and had been ving it 
steadily for nearly two years in Paris, 
While dining one afternoon with a friend 
the latter as a joke asked him what was 
the story of the play in which he was bein 
seen. To his amazement the actor repiied 
that he had only a remote idea. 

This will Strike most people as being de- 
cidedly odd, but Mr. Irving's word is not to 
be doubted. Le Maitre told the truth, ané 
while many actors of his day might have 
answered like questions in the same way, 
the actor of to-day who would say the 
same thing would be looked upon as a 
curiosity. 

Actors are not automatons, and the man 
who cowld not tell you the story of the 
play in which he is appearing would be an 
imbecile. Such a man I do not believe exists 
in the profession. What Mr. Irving says 
and what my friend the author helds was 
true in a measure ten or fifteen yéars ago, 
but it is not to-day. 

Years ago, when I was a member of a 
stock company, I frequently appeared in 
plays of which I knew very little. We used 
to give four or five different plays a week, 
4nd we rehearsed every day. Of a Monday 
morning 1 would be given several parts 
and told to memorize them. Some of these 
parts would consist of sixty-five or more 
pages, and all of my time was put in study- 
ing, rehearsing and playing. 1 had no time 
for recreation. 

There was nothing but work and worry, 
with a small salary thrown in, and a hope 
that I would pull through with the help of 
heaven and the prompter. Had some one 
asked me in those days the story of any one 
of the plays in which’I was appearing I 
could not have told him. In fact, | was not 
expected to know. All that was required 
was that I should know my lines, But, to 
use a very old and mildewed expression, 
times have changed. Politicians all over the 
country will attest to this fact. 

The production of plays to-day is reduced 
to a scientific principle. If Mr. Daly or Mr. 
Frohman, or any of our big managers, de- 
cide to produce a new play, a call is posted, 
notifying the company to meet at the thea- 
ter at a certain hour. The author is present, 
and it is his or her duty to read the work to 
the assembled company, and explain to it 
his ideas, and where and how he or she de- 
sires to obtain certain effects, Every point 
is made clear. The stage manager has al- 
ready cast the play and the reading over 
the parts are handed around, The next day 
the real hard work begins, when the play is 
placed in rehearsal. 

it is the author's business to be present 
at all these rehearsals. Bronson Howard re- 
hearses all his own pleces. He takes a seat 
oe near the stage, with a copy of the 
mantseript in his hand, and directs every 
little bit of stage business and corrects 
every mistake. Clay Greene, David Bel- 
asco, Augustus Thomas, Pau! Potter, Syd- 
ney Rosenfeld and all of our prominent au- 
thors attend all of the rehearsals of their 

lays, for they have learned the lesson that 

t is to their interest to do so. 

My friend, the author, who complained so 
much about actors being automatons and 
being devoid of ideas, had neglected to at- 
tend the rehearsals of his play, and was 
surprised when he saw it to find that all of 
his ideas had not been carried out. Th 
man who staged it drew his own deduc- 
tions, the most reasonable, perhaps, that 
he could, and then gave the ideas to the 
company. Such cases, however, are very 
rare, 

The actors of to-day, like Drew, “Barry- 
more, Lackaye, Goodwin, Johnson, Sothern, 
and Kelcey, not to mention a host of oth- 
ers, make it their business to know all that 
is possible about the plays in which they” 
take part. They find out what relation the 
characters they play bear to other charac- 
aoe and what one scene has to do with an- 
otner,

: | Remarkable Ante-Bellum Scene at the Old St. George Mar- 


ket-House on South Broadway. : 


The United States Arsenal Was in Danger and German Neu- 
trality Would Have Left Its Capture Easy—Rassieur's Bloquence 
Won the Day for Union Sentiment—A 17-Year-Old Lieutenant of 
Volunteers—Enlisting Under Difficulties—The Last Battle. 


In the course of my talks with St. Louis- 
ans who served during the war, either in 
the Union or Confederate armies, and whose 
‘recollections of their service have furnished 
me with the material for'this series of “‘war- 
time stories,’ I have several times run 
across reminiscences of the part taken by 
the German element of this city in the ex- 
citing days immediately preceding the open- 
ing of hostilities. The incidents bearing 
‘upon this phase of ante-bellum’ agitation 
have been interesting, and one case especi- | 
ally struck me as being well worthy of a 
retelling now, as illustrating vividly the 
con@ition of affairs in St. Louis at the break- , 
ing out of the war, and giving the part 
taken in those affairs by many prominent 
St. Louisans figuring notably as unionists 
or secession advocates. -" 


The incident in question boasts of Mr. Leo]. 


Rassieur as its central figure, and I 're- 
ceived my first intimation of -its story fol- 


lowing the talk I had with old Capt. Guibor 


about His escape from St. Louis in the days 
immediately following the fall of Camp 
Jackson. As the affair in which Mr. Ras- 


' sieur appears treats of the days just before 


Gen. Frost’s surrender at Camp Jackson, it 
may be found an appropriate companion 
piece to Capt. Guibor's story. 

I called on Mr. Rassieur one forenoon dur- 
ing the week just closed, and, after some 
preliminary conversation as to the results 
of the recent election, one of which was the 
promotion of that gentleman to the Probate 
Judgeship as a candidate on the Republican 
ticket, the talk drifted to the object for 
which I had called. Judge-elect Rassieur 
was not favorably inclined to the idea of 
telling a story in which he was to figure as 
the principal character, but upon my repre- 
sentation that the only possible way to get 
the story in detail was to get it from him 
he settled down and told it. 

Its progress was interrupted but once, and 
then by the appearance of an old soldier, 
an inmate of the Soldiers’ Home at Fort 
Leavenworth, who had been a wagoner in 
Mr.—then Major—Rassieur’s command dur- 
ing the war, and who insisted upon having 
a little conversation with his old officer be- 
fore he returned to as from which 
he was absent on furlou When this old 
veteran had taken his departure Mr. Ras- 
sieur turned to me and resumed his story. 


About that famous war-time meeting of 
the German citizens of St. Louis—said the 
next Probate Judge in beginning his story— 
which came so near resulting in a declara- 
tion of neutrality onthe part of the local 
German element? Wel, it’s an interesting 
story, and the time during which it oc- 
curred was the most stormy ever known in 
the history the city. I am glad to tell it 
for one reason, which is that it will serve 
to illustrate the part taken by the Germans 
of those days in St. s and how they 
helped in the great fight which kept Mis- 
souri in the Union. 

In March an@ April of 1861 war talk was 
red hot in thjs city. The war had not ac- 
tually begun, but that it was a certainty 
was acknowledged by all, and one of the 
leading questions was as to what part 
Missouri would *take in the conflict. The 
secession element, headed by Gov. Jackson, 
was strong: the Union element, headed by 
Frank P. Blair, was almost equally strong,

Germans at this moment. I forgot myself 
entirely, never stopping to think of the 
audacity of a boy of 17 taking part in such 
a debate, but before I got through the meet- 
ing was in an uproar. It was evident that 
a fair show would not be given the adyo- 
cates of a resolution declaring the loyalt 
of the Gerfaans to the Union, and as 
finished what I had to say, the hall re-

The meeting was held in front of the mar- 
ket house, the chairman sat in great dig- 
nity wpon a butcher's block, and amidst 
the wildest enthusiasm the resolution was 
passed which declared the loyalty to the 
Union of the Germans of St. uis, and 
saved them trom the humiliation of having 
pronounced themselves neutral in the great 
struggle for the preservation of the Union, 
a declaration to which they had been 
perilously close at one time that night. 

When the meeting broke up quite a num- 
ber of my friends walked home with me, 
talking over the stirring events of the 
evening. We passed old Dr. Harmer on 
the way, and as we did so he scowled at 
me and said: 

“T’ll get even 
man, before I d 

Now, I knew that at heart the old gen- 
tleman was loyal, and that he would bear 
me no real malice. So I only laughed at 
his threat and replied: 

“Tf I ive, Dr. Harmer, until you do me in- 
jury f what I did to-night, I'll live a 
long, long time!y 

And so ended e meeting at which the 
Germans of St. uis put themselves on 
record in the days of the Union’s peril. 

“] wab right in thinking that old Dr. Ham- 
mer wou not long bear me malice for 
the part I had taken in that meeting,’’ re- 
sumed Me. Rassieur a moment later. ‘‘He 
was loyal to the Union, and .if I am not 
mistaken, served~afterwards in the Second 
United States Reserve Corps, Missouri 
— Volunteers. The -ttouble at 
time of that meeting was, I think, 
he hed been misled by the misrepresenta- 
tions of people interested in the success of 
the secession element, apd trying to pave 
the way to the capture of the arsenal. Any- 
way, after the war old Dr. Hammer sent 
me the first client I had as a practicing 
lawyer, and we made up our little differ- 
ences and became the best of friends. 

‘There is no doubt that the resolute 
attitude of the Germans at that time pre- 
vented a contemplated raid on the arsenal. 
With the passage of that resolution de- 
claring their loyalty to the Union it was 
known, of course, that they would resist 
the march of a body of men through South 
St. Louis to capture the arsenal, and soon 
thereafter the ‘safety of the Government 
arms and munitions of war at that place 
was assu Gen. Frost and the State 
troops under his command went into en- 
campment at Camp Jackson, Capt. Lyon 
and Frank Blair were successful in organ- 
izing the yee aot | forces gor the protec- 
tion of the arsenal and the holding of St.

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months to get that result. Malaboch 
fought well, and had about thirty men 
armed with Martinis, who really shot well. 
There was one old boy in a little rocky 
coppice about 150 yards from the Pretoria 
camp on the mountain. He was all alone 
and used to shoot at intervals whenever he 
got a clear shot. Luckily he only had an 
old elephant gun, and you could dgdge the 
bullet; still, he managed to kill three whites 
and two blacks, besides wounding four 
more. . 

From Malaboch’s we came back in @ 
great hurry to the Woodbush Motntain, 
forty miles from here, where all the Kaffirs 
had broken out and laid up a couple of 
small villages and burnt all the houses. We 
had a very exciting ride down to relieve 
Hoenertsberg, as there were wonderful 
rumors afioat and we expected to be at- 
tacked every minute. However, the Kaf- 
firs thought better of:‘it when they saw we 
were strong, and retreated always into the 
forests. Hoenertsberg being all right we 
went on to Agatha, a little place in the low 
country that was laid up. 

Just as the road goes off the mountain it 
passes through the corner of a forest. 
When we got there it was in a thick fog, 
and one could hardly see due’s horse’s ears. 
Just as we got well in the Dusliwescota” 
volley out of the mist» such a stampede as 
ensued you have never seen. Lgvas some 
Way from the front when the shots were 
fired, but in a couple of minutes I, another 
Englishman whom I did not know, but who 
turned out to be a Welshman, and an old 
Swazie captain, who was wounded, were 
the only men in gight. Luckily the enemy 
did not fire again, and we got the old 
Swazie out. After shelling the bush and 
killing two of our own men who had got 
lost in the mist, we went on again, but not 
one Dutchman could be got to go, first. 
Eventually some friendly Swazies volun- 
teered to lead the way if the English would 
go with them, which we did, but found 
nothing for the next three hours’ march, 
Then we came again into the forest by 
Musutu’s kraal, and found the road 
closed with fallen trees. As soon a8 W6 
came up. to the obstruction the Kaffirs 
opened fire, and for an hour we had a warm 
time of it. Four of the Swazies fell dead, 
and a good many more were wounded. We 
lost a lot of horses, but no white men 
killed. A man alongside of me was 
knocked off his horse by a blow on the 
shoulder. At first, seeing where the wound 
was, we thought he must be dead, but then 
we found a big lump of tea-lead half in 
and half out of the flesh. Some Kaffir had 
used it for a bullet. The Kaffirs are so 
badly armed that they have not a chance, 
and since that day have never fought. We 
spent the last three weeks burning and 
looting kraals, but with no real resistance, 
the Kaffirs tying low in the forest all the 
time, just firing pot-shots whenever they 
got the chance. Musutu and three other 
captains surrendered last Sunday, when I 
got leave, and I think the others are trek- 
king, so it is not praca. settled for 
this year. Next year we will have to settle 
Magatol, and that will be another story,
